In the alley where Policeman Geishe- 
cker first encountered the two mén po- 
licemes found a Luger pistol. Through 
the serial number on the pistol and 
the name of the dealer in the cap it is 
hoped that the identity of the bandits 
may be traced. 

Miss Long Collapses. 

Parion was a salesman for the Wal- 
worth Manufacturing company of Bos- 
ton, Mass. He lived with relatives at 
the south side address. Mise Long had 
been rooming with the Hardinge ‘fam- 
fly for two months. 

- Shortly after the shooting she went 
to Parlon’s home and notified his rela- 
tives. Then she returned to her own 
home—and broke down. Physicians 
said that*her condition was serious. 

At the conclusion of the search [Po- 
liceman Geishecker, whose wounds had 
passed unnoticed .during the excite 
ment, went to the Alexian Brothers 
hospital. Then, bandaged and pale, he 
resumed his post. “I'll hunt all the 
rest of my life for those two men, if 
it’s necessary,” he said. “I should 
have shot them down when I had the 
chance.” 


BANDITS FOILED 


Two colored bandits last night in- 
vaded the cashier's office of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad at the Union station, 
and held up the cashier in search of a 
$75,000 pay roll. A few minutes later, 
alarmed by the shouts of the ceshier, 


‘Meeting a specia] policeman on the 
street. they fired several shots while 
crowds of pedestrians milled around 
in panic. The policeman was not 
hurt; the bandits escaped. 

Two Bandits Enter. 

It was shortly after 8 o’clock that 
the two men walked into the office—oc- 
cupied only by Ernest Rendstrom, 
cashier, who lives at 1321 Monticello 
avenue, 

“Is this pay day?” one of the men 
asked. 

“No—pay day is tomorrow,” Rend- 
strom replied. 

“Well, stick up your hands, any- 
way,” the bandit replied, shoving 4 
revolver through the cashier's cage.

. Gev. Small appeared in court in Waukegan on 
Monday, but not to go to trial. When he was 
indieted for embezzlement and conspiracy with 
Vernon Curtis and Fred Sterling to defraud the 
state out of $500,000 he replied that the king could 
do 16 “wrong and that consequently he, Small, 
coulg’not be arrested. 

When his case came before the Sangamon county 


in Sangamon county and his trial was transferred 
to Lake county. When he appéared in Lake county 
he that the action of the grand jury in Sanga- 
mon county was illegal because the board of super- 
visors of Sangarnon had made a faulty record of 
a meeting months before his indictment and that 
a date of the board’s adjournment had been inter- 


He said that he could not be made to stand trial 

_ with Vernon Curtis and Sterling for embezzlement 

because the foreman of ‘the grand jury had written 

his name on the wrong line in the indictment. 

These and other technicalities have been advanced 

for him by his lawyers in the last nine months, and 

: on them Small already has been released from some 

of the responsibility of answering the state's 
charges. 

When hevappeared in Waukegan on Monday his 
lawyers had still another answer to the state’s 
charge against him. It was that the Lake county 
jury list had not been prepared properly and legally 
by the supervisors of the county. It did not list 
women as well as men. 

It will be determined, probably today, how much 
delay or what other effect this reply of Small to 
the charges against him will have in the trial of the 
case. It may be considerable or it may be incon- 
siderable. 

Small, as a ‘man accused of appropriating state 
money to his own use, is entitled to every technical 
barrier his attorneys can place In the way of a 
direct answer to the charges, if he wants so to. 
avail himself. He is: entitled to escape trial on the 
charge of. embezzlement with Curtis and Sterling 
because a foreman wrote his name in the wrong 
place. He is entitled to the use of all the methods 
permitted by law, and he can raise any question 
the law permits him to raise—but he is not hasten- 
ing to trial.

THE COAL PROBLEM. 


John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine 


Workers of America, tells the house committee on | 
labor that nationalization of the coal mines is the | 
only permanent solution of the difficulties, in the | 


coal trade. But what he wants is qualified na- 
tionalization; that is, he would have the govern- 
ment control the production, distribution, and price 
of coal, but would not allow it to fix the wages 
of the miners. Presumably that would mean that’ 
the miners should fix their own wages and let the 
government pay them out of the profits of the 
mines, if there were profits, or outsof the tax- 
payers’ pockets, if there were no profits. | 

The fallacy of such a proposal is ¢vident. It 
reveals bad faith on its face. Attendant errors 
have already been revealed. The government con- 
trolled the mines during the war, with results 
which even notoriously forgetful Americans have 
not yet forgotten. The cost to consumers was 
tremendous, and the inconvenience even greater 
than the cost. The government renewed its con- 
trol during the strike of two years ago, with tre 
mendous increase in prices of coal resulting imme- 
diately, and @ fixing of burdens upon the industry 
which are still felt, and which are contributing 
to the present difficulties. 

We do not want nationalization. The govern- 
ment has sufficiently proved its inability to handle 
the coal business of the country on an economical, 
an efficient, and a just basis for all concerned: If 
we want any government interference at all, it is 
toward legislative authorization of reorganization 
of the coal business in such a manner as to elim- 
inate some of the evils of bad management, which 
have increased rather than decreased under direct 
government control. 

“It is one of the worst functioning industries in 
the United States,” says Secretary Hoover. “It 
is as unorganized as the retail grocery business,” 
says C. E. Lesher, editor of the Coal Age. 

This condition, with the recurrent evils which 
it brings upon the industry of the country, is-“due 
in no small measure to a lack of understanding 
of the facts of the business. All production and 
distribution costs are so involved in mages of 
figures by those responsible that those engaged in 
each phase of the business—producer, wholesaler, 
jobber, retailer, miner, and transportation agent— 
proves that he is making a bare living. still

HORACE FLETCHER’S CASE.

Above all do they like to hear a man 
‘gossip about his liver and lights. When 
Horace Fletcher got to talking about 
himself you could almost see his intes- 
tines squirming. 


He made people eat more slowly and 
chew their food better. In that way he 
cured many a case of indigestion beside 
his own. 
According to Kellogg, to him is due the 
credit for some other things, as well. 
He promoted experiments by Chitten- 
den and Fisher which proved that. men 
can get along on considerably less pro- 
tein food than they use 
Also, that if food is thoroughly chewed 
we lose our taste for highly seasoned 
foods and high tasting foods generally, 
and that is to our great advantage. 
But Horace Fletcher was not a scien- 
tific man or even a well grounded man, 
and he let his fad run away with him, as 
all faddists do, for that matter. 
He decided that all food must be 
chewed until it not only became wholly 
liquid but also until it was refiexly swal- 
lowed, just as we unconsciously swallow 
saliva between meals. 

To carry this out he rejected foods 
which could not be put in solution in sa- 
liva. Therefore, he ate no bran or other 
foods containing cellulose; no rough part 
of vegetables or fruits; no skins or seeds. 
I have seen him chewing milk, but I 
never saw him eat bran bread. He missed 
minerals which his system needed. Per- 
haps also some needed vitamines. His 
food needed bulk. 

In his later years he was in demand as 
a speaker at dental meetings. I have 
listened to his powerfully spoken, dog- 
matic, impressive, moving words at pub- 
lic meetings to discuss dental hygiene, as 
I sat with my mouth watering and swal- 
lowing saliva by the ounce, and yet Dr. 
Kellogg quotes his dentists as saying 
that his teeth were very poor, they de- 
cayed rapidly, and he had to have much 
repair work to save them. 
He needed minerals as well as rough- 
age in his diet. Since he did not eat 
enough roughage he was very consti-

Repeal of Direct Primary Law,” whith 
appeared in this morning’s TRIBUN®S, is 
full of meat. The direct pri is and 
always has been a delusion, 
state where it has been tried it has 
sulted in disappointment. Honest people 
of all parties who hoped it would “ de- 
throne the bosses,” improve the person- 
nel of the public service, and lead to 
the enactment of better laws are begin- 
ning to lose hope. 

As a matter of fact the direct primary 
has enormously increased the cost of 
nominating and electing officers; it has 
destroyed party responsibility by destroy- 
ing the representative form of party gov- 
ernment; it has encouraged freak legisia- 
tion, it has made the self-seeking, se!lf- 
advertising, thick skinned demagogue, 


a power in politics; it has opened the 
door to the professional reformer, an 
unmitigated nuisance. Chicago today is 
a perfect illustration of what may be ex- 
pected of the direct primary law wher- 
ever it is in force. 

But it is useless to attempt to repeal 
that law without offering a substitute 
which already has been fairly tested and 
proved satisfactory. If you are sincere 
in this matter and are looking for a 
practical, workable solution of the prob- 
lem—and I believe you are—permit me 
to refer you to a book now in the public 
library, “ Political Reform in Wisconsin,” 
published in 1909 by Emanuel L. Philipp, 
since governor of Wisconsin for three 
terms. In this book you will find an 
outline of the Milwaukee primary law 
which was in force for several years 
in that city and which worked so satis- 
factorily that it would have been ex- 
tended to the entire state had not Rob- 
ert M. La Follette erupted with disas- 
trous results.

ABove the ruins of walls and houses 
on the edge of the city of Puebla, sec- 
ond city in the Mexican republie, the 
red and biack flag of the Socialists was 
fying. In front of the old wall stretched 
g vacant square of land invaded by the 
eity laborers a few weeks ago under 
the instigation of former Gov. Sanchez, 
who has since been ousted by the Pueb- 
ja congress after civil war threatened | 
in the city. A peon guard came suspic- 
jously out from a hut as the photog- 
rapher snapped. 

A mile further out of the city, in a 
wide and fertile valley that commands 
aciear view of old “ Popo,” the newly 
active volcano, and the “Sleeping 
Lady,” who rests serenely in her white 
bed 18,000 feet above the sea, a greater 
grea of land had been seized under 
the sanction of the Mexican agrarian 
ew, all privately owned property taken 
without compensation. 

Plant the Red Flag. 


‘Here the peons had built an earth 
barricade on which the red flag waa 
planted and were working on adobe 
houses for their families and had be- 
gun to scratch the soll. They had de- 
manded higher wages in the factories, 
and when this had. beep ref the 
the 
lands and make a living that way. 
Another tract nearer the city, along 
the edge of a lovely drive and park- 
way, had been similarly taken. 

The new governor, a young man of 
mere moderate socialistic tendencies, 
it is hoped in the city, has not taken 
any action yet, except to propose a 
plan to pay the owners for the assessed | 
value of this land. There are 16,000 
organized workers in the district.

Measures in Orange Marmalade. 

O, the marmalade troubles! Mrs. 
E. J. L. says she tried Mrs. A. J. P.’s 
recipe,\and wasted her oranges and 


lemons and sugar. I am sorry, but I 
do not blame the recipe. She thinks 
it containe too much water. If small 
oranges were used that might be true, 
but otherwise not. 

I have just found that two large 
oranges cut up in the thinnest of 
slices measured two cups and a half. 
I put them in a glass measuring pitch- 
er holding one quart, and found that 
I could add one cup and a half of 
water to them, then I added enough 
water to make ten and a f cups, 
oranges, water and all. 
coeked twice, without sugar, at inter- 
vals of six hours of standihg, and 
left over night for final work. 
the juice of one lemon in addition, and 
sugar measure for measure, I got a 
perfectly stiff and not honeylike mar- 
malade, 

Even when it was cooking had I 
found that it was not likely to sheet, 
or drop two drops at a time from the 
spoon, I should have added more 
lemon juice, but I got a light amber 
jelly, almost as edible to eat clear 
as any candy. Siruplike marmalade is 
sickening, taken clear. 

I am sure the fortune of a recipe 
depends more largely upon the hands 
it sets into.

He has been. conducting 
an investigation of hundreds of com- 
plaints over new high rents received 
by Chairman Kaindl of the committee. 
Aside from exposing methods to 
which many landlords have resorted 
to extract more money from those un- 
fortunate enough to rent apartments 
or business places from them, the re- 
port predicts lower rents. This proph- 
ecy is based on the belief of Mr. Poole 
that present rents have a relation to 
inflated values, which, he says, cannot 
last long because of the present build- 
ing boom in Chicago.

In Canada this 
would mean a saving of $32,000,000 in 
one year’s crop.”

If, as 
tests indicated, some of the milk from 
farms from which the Armour baby 
was supplied contained virulent strep- 
tococcus microorganisms, pasteuriza- 
tion will make the fluid safe in the fu- 
ture, the health commissioner ezx- 
plained. 

Dr. F. O. Tonney, who r 
the health department in the investi- 
gation now under way on the two 


farms, has segregated three cows from 


the herds there. Cultures have been 
made of throats of all employés. Sam- 
ples of milk of the 300 cows on the 
two farms are being tested. 

Dr. Bundesen’s order banning milk 
from the two farms and demanding its 
pasteurization has revived the old con- 
troversy over the relative merits of 
pasteurized and certified milk. 

“Chicago's milk supply is safe,” the 
commissioner declared. “I urge moth- 
ers to feed their children more milk. 
A falling off in the use of milk means 
a corresponding increase in the use 
by children of tea and coffee, with a 
resultant decrease in the powers of re 


sistance of the children. 


“Ninety-eight per cent of Chicago's 


milk supply is pasteurized and is there- 
fore safe,” he cantinued. “The other 
2 per cent is certified, and analysis 
shows it to be safe.”
